HYDRO.MAGNETIC SEPARATOK. 


ordinary circumstances Ihe sand, 


ipoured, with water, through a lon;,- 
jtrciigh called a .i'sluice box," is sep- 
•arated by gravity from the gold, the 
flatter .sinking to the bottom of the 
.trough by-reason of its greater weight 
And then being caught iu crosswise 
slots,, from which it is afterward re- 
moved. ; Tlae : chief difficulty in the 
process is due. to the magnetite, which, 
being pearly as heavy as the gold, 
fiojlects ,,in the slots, or riffles, and 
.cliokes them up. 


If th'e.magnetite were absent, a much 


larger percentage of the gold contained 
(n,,glie sand, could be got out of it; 
hence for, many years the problem of 
getting rid ,of this objectionable sub- 
ft.an£e.has. exercised the minds of in- 
ventors. Various machines have been 
devised for the purpose, but none of 
them has taken.,out all the magnetita, 
and not one of.them has been able to 
handle wet sand. 
It costs too much 


money to dry .sand, and this has been 
the financial difficulty. The obstacle is 
overcome, however, by the new ma- 
chine, which not only removes every 
particle of the magnetite from the 
sand, but works wet sand untler water. 
It handles moist or soaking wet sand 
as easily as dry. 


Perhaps the. most striking points 


about the machine at first glance are 
UB extreme simplicity and its small 
size relatively to : the work it accom- 
plishes. It may be stood conveniently 
on a small table and easily operated by 
hand with a crank. Ordinarily, how- 
ever, an electric motor furnishes the 
trifling power required. The apparatus 
consists of a copper-drum about as big 
as a good sized' toy drum, inside of 
which is a powerful electromagnet. 
The core of the magnet consists of a 
bnncb of irou_j)lates with, fluted edges 
on the pole face of one end, likewise 
•within the drum, but which approach 
tlieir fluted edges close to the inside of 
thfe copper periphery of the latter. 


VFliat is seen from the outside is sim- 


ply the drum which conceals the mag- 
net and corrugated pole face plates aud 
a- sort of hopper above into which the 
sand is poured. Small as the machine 
is, it is capable of handling in this way 
110 tons of sand in a day, sifting out 
*very particle of magnetite from that 
quantity of raw material. 


As the sand is poured into the hopper 


It falls through It and against the side 
of the revolving drum. 
The drum, 


thanks to the magnet inside of it. 
draws every particle of the magnet 
Iron out of the sand and holds it tight- 
ly against the outside of the revolving 
cooper drum, while the sand—that is to 
»ny, the siliceous particles and dirt— 
drops straight down into a receptacle 
beneath the table. 
The particles of 


Iron1' while 'magnetically held against 
the drum are moved downward by it 
over the wavy lines of force of fluted 
magnet face and vigorously shaken to 
luid fro so as to detach all foreign mat- 
ter. It picks the attracted sand into 
thousands of pieces and shakes out the 
nonmagnetic sand. This is one of the 
prime features of the machine. 


It • will bo understood that the si- 


liceous sand is not attracted by the 
magnet, and on that account falls ver- 
tically, whereas the particles of iron, 
which look like Iron filings, stick fast 
to the. drum in rapidly oscillating 
•bunches until they drop off by their 
own weight into another receptacle. As 
a result, all the iron (magnetite) is in 
one box and tlie satid nud other non- 
magnetic, stuff, among which Is tiie 
gold, in another box.
